Florida’s Mrs. Mac was 
recently raised from $3,600 to $6,000 when she took over the 
superintendency of the school for Negro girls at Forest Hills.

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Governor Is Wise 


In Both Instances 


Gov. Herman Talmadge yesterday 
activated the Georgia Livestock Develop- 
ment Authority and expressed himself as 
being “unalterably opposed” to corporal 
punishment in state schools for handi- 
capped children. 

The people of Georgia will approve 
both the action and the statement. 

The livestock group will have avail- 
able a sum of $15,000 to use in an effort 
to secure about $2,000,000 from a federal 
farm loan agency, now defunct. However, 
the funds were earmarked for loans to 
Georgia farmers and are now held in trust 
by the Federal Government. 

By all means, Georgia should claim 
these funds and use them for the purpose 
for which they were set aside. The state's 
livestock industry is still in its infancy as 
far as the potential goes and there's a vast 
job to be done:in improving herds and 
pastures and in efficient production. 

The sum in itself is not great, but it 
offers funds for a nucleus around which a 
permanent livestock development program 
could evolve. Every effort should be made 
to secure the funds and to put. them to 
immediate use. 

* * * 

As far as whipping children as a dis- 
ciplinary measure is concerned, we realize 
this is a controversial subject. Most scheol 
systems are getting away from it. By all 
means, however, it should be abolished in 
schools for the handicapped. 

The recent regrettable occurrence at 
Macon was not a violation of the rules. 
Authorities at the school could not be held 
accountable for any breach of orders. 
What they did was accepted practice. It 
should not be. 

We agree with Gov. Talmadge and call 
on State Supt. M. D. Collins and other au- 
thorities concerned to take steps to end 
corporal punishment in institutions for the 
handicapped. The practice is bad at best 
but when inflicted upon the already af- 
flicted it becomes downright inhuman. 


Georgia Hopes Lockheed 
Is With Us Permanently 


Lockheed Aircraft Corp.’s announce- 
ment that the company has begun assem- 
bly of the C-130 cargo plane follows by 
a day revelation by Lockheed’s Georgia 
manager, Dan Haughton, that the com- 
bany is probing the possibility of buying 
or leasing the huge aircraft plant at Mar- 
jetta. 

Presently, Lockheed is concentrating 
on the B-47 bomber. The B-47 is an in- 
strument of war. It is not the airplane of 
yesterday or tomorrow. It is the plane of 
today, as Lt. Col. Raymond Disher, chair- 
man of the Air Force B-47 production 
committee, said at the Marietta plant last 
week. 

“The dream airplanes are of the future. 
The B-47 is here,” Col. Disher said. “It 
is our backbone bomber for the next few 
years at least.” 

The C-130 is a warplane, too, in that 
it is designed as an assault cargo carrier. 
But it can be an airfreighter capable of 
carrying cargo at four to five cents a ton 
mile as compared to the 10 cents per mile 
for the cargo planes now in the air. 

Don’t underestimate the place of air 
freight in tomorrow’s skies. If and when 
the war threat is dispelled, as we hope it 
will be, and the B-47 gives way to a new 
bomber in a peacetime air arm, the giant 
cargo carriers will be making their regu- 
lar intercontinental schedules. 

The Southeast is the dogical place to 
build them. The aircraft plant in Cobb 
County is the place in the Southeast. 

The pattern becomes clearer each day. 
The giant air freighter is coming. It must 
be built somewhere by someone. 

We want it to be in Georgia. We would 
be happy if it is by Lockheed. 

Whether Lockheed buys or leases, all 
Georgia will be glad to see the company’s 
dream of staying put here come true all 
the way.

We had another opportunity recently in the message that President 
Eisenhower sent to Congress recommending changes in the Atomic 


Energy Act to bring it up to date. 

Again we were reminded about 
the few people who know about 
atomic and hydrogen bombs and 
can make decisions about them 
for war or peace. This is, of 
course, (1) because of the secrecy 
the whole area of atomic energy 
and (2) because only a few per- 
sons are equipped scientifically to 
understand atomic energy. This 
privileged group consists of a few 
top government officials and a 
handful of scientists, comparative- 
ly speaking. And that is true not 
only in this country, but in Eng- 
land, Canada and France, and 
also in Russia. 

Every once in a while it seems 
appropriate that this select few 
should be reminded of their awful 
and awesome responsibility to the 
human race and civilization, and 
that all the rest of us should be 
reminded of it so that we can re- 
mind the select few through such 
means as we have. It is easy to 
become casual. 

For atomic science, both for war 
and for peace, has leaped far 
ahead of all expectations. We got 
affirmation of this in President 
Eisenhower's message to Con- 
gress 

How much. of a secret atomic 
matters have been kept. and to 
how small a number, are _ indi- 
cated by the fact that President 


“to secret processes, 


Eisenhower now finds it essential 
to revise definitions of ‘‘restricted”’ 


and to provide for degrees of 
‘*‘sensitivity’’ in classifying restrict- 
ed data. 


With the enlarged scope of atom- 
ic development, both military and 
peacetime, more persons have to 
move in and out in the operations 
of all sorts and a good many of 
them don't have to have access 
Up to now we 
have been so secretive that de- 
velopment on an expanded scale 
would be hampered under exist- 
ing security rules. 

Congress and our people face a 
decision that calls for extreme 
care and caution in fixing terms 
under which private industry will 
be permitted to enter the atomic 
energy field. 

President Eisenhower recognized 
the dangers in his message. He 
recommended a licensing system 
administered by the atomic energy 
commission for private manufac- 
ture, ownership and operation of 
atomic reactors and related ac- 
tivities. He urged precautions also 
to prevent a monopoly of patents 
by the few big companies which 
now are in the field by reason 
of government contracts. They 
must not be allowed to exclude 
others who want to enter the field, 
he said.

SUPERSTITIONS 
No, that is not true—so you 
expectant mothers can _ free 


yourselves at once of that wide- 
spread superstition. 

Your unborn baby és connected 
to the wall of your womb by the 
umbilical cord. It is several feet 
long. It contains blood vessels 
but no nerves. 

So your ideas and fears can- 
not be carried from your mind 
across to the developing brain 
of your baby. 

The only way you can disturb 
the baby before birth is the same 
as while he is nursing at .your 
breast—by your diet. 

If you smoke cigarettes while 
pregnant, obviously the harmful 
poisons of the tobacco will per- 
colate through your system and 
get into your baby’s blood 
stream. 

But that is likewise true after 
the baby is born and nursing at 
your breast. 


BABY FACTS 


If you swallow any other 
poison, it'can also get into your 
baby’s blood system and affect 
the infant’s health as well as 
his proper development. 
However, the baby’s blood does 
not flow in its mother’s veins 
nor does her blood flow into 
her baby. 

Each has its own blood supply. 
But her blood flows so close to 
the baby’s blood vessels that 
liquid food and oxygen will seep 
across into its blood system. 

Her red corpuscles are too big 
to do so; hence, the corpuscles 
stay in her own veins and vice 
versa. 

Certain immune bodies, how- 
ever, which develop in her blood 
after she has had scarlet fever 
or other contagious disease, may 
filteft across into her baby’s blood 
vessels. These anti-bodies are so 
tiny they can go through the 
walls of her blood vessels, 
though her red blood corpuscles 
cannot. 


NO MENTAL TRANSFERENCE 


A mother’s fears or great long- 
ing for out-of-season fruits, such 
as strawberries and watermelon, 
cannot produce a mind-to-mind 
transference to her unborn baby. 
True enough, some babies are 
born with birthmarks. But they 
are due to simple defects in 
human manufacturing much 
as an occasional auto will come 
off the assembly lines with a 
defect. 

If you expectant mothers eat 
a varied menu and avoid poisons 
like tobacco, your child will re- 
ceive the best start you can 
give it.

toxins during the sojourn of the 
bacilli in the throat. This .ex- 
plains why diphtheria antitoxin 
must be administered as a life- 
saving procedure. 

In scarlet fever, streptococcal 
toxins are responsible for the 
rash and one attack confers 
everlasting immunity to the tox- 
in but not to the causative organ- 
ism; the individual may develop 
a hundred more strep throats but 
never another scarlet fever rash. 

Treatment of ordinary sore 
throat is relatively simple and 
consists of aspirin to relieve pain 
and a gargie to remove the mu- 
cus. Lozenges help keep the 
throat moist. 

If fever is high or remains ele- 
vated for more than three days, 
it may be necessary to call upon 
the antibiotics. Since these prod- 
ucts are specific in their action, 
the causative organism should be 
known if the job is to be done 
right. 

The antibiotics should be used 
long enough to be effective. 
When stopped too soon, symp- 
toms are likely to return and, in 
addition, the germs are given the 
opportunity of reestablishing 
their line of defense.

Area Slated 
For DeKalb 


The DeKalb County Parks De- 
partment and residents of the 
South DeKalb area are cooperat- 


ing in the development of a new 
10-acre recreation area on Glen- 
wood road, Tom Fleming, county 
parks director, said yesterday. 


The park will be located on the 
site of the old Decatur sewage dis- 
posal plant. The plant is leased 
from the city by the county. 

Fleming said the county last 
year graded a playing field for the | 
South DeKalb Little League organ- 
ization at the park site, which is 
located between Candler and Co- 
lumbia roads. 


One of the first jobs in the park 
project will be the regrading and 
renovation of the baseball dia- 
mond in time for the league's use 
this summer, Fleming said. 


The county will also locate and 
grade an access road and parking 
area in the park, Fleming said. 

Civic clubs in the Glenwood- 
Candler and South DeKalb areas | 
plan to launch a campaign to } | 
raise funds for development of | 
other facilities in the park, the | 
parks director explained. 

He said he did not know how | 
much money the county would | 
spend in the recreation area. 

When fully developed, the park | 
would include two picnic shelters 
with rest room facilities, two ten- 
nis courts, horseshoe-pitching pits 
and a shuffleboard court, Fleming 
said. 

The large gravel-filled, concrete- 
framed pit that was the settling 
basin of the old disposal plant | 
could be topped with asphalt and 
used as an outdoor skating rink 
and dance area, Fleming added.
